In following the unique, "pay- 
as-you-go" plan of financing, 
the college has developed the 
present modern campus, which 
is entirely debt free. No interest 
charges to the taxpayer are ac­ 
crued under the plan.

Trustees representing the flvn 
high school districts included in 
the college district. El Caminn* 
is a community college in ad­ 
ministration as well as in func­ 
tion and intent.
